CHAPTER LIV 
DIARRHEA OF BABIES 

Last week we told you about 
the mechanical and fermentative 
Giarrhea of babies. This week 
Doctor wants me to tell you @ 
little of the puterfactive and infec- 
tious types. the other diarrheas 
that are listed in the general class 
of diarrheas of babies. Let me re- 
peat now. mammas, if your baby 
has a severe diarrhea which does 
not clear up with simple measures, 
you should not delay in seeing @ 
baby specialist. 

There is another thing we must 
warn you about, mammas, and 
that ie not to give opium as in par- 
goric or in ahy other form, or any- 
thing that will check the diarrhea 
and lock the irritating substances 
which are causing the diarrhea 
in the baby's system: Sometimes 
physicians prescribe paregoric af- 
ter the howels have been thorough- 
ly cleaned out, but it should not 
be given except under the advice 
of your physician. 

We young babies. especially 
those of us who havé our own 
mamma's milk, seldom have _ the 
putrefactive diarrhea. The older 
babies, those that are getting 
larger quantities of milk and are 
on some eolid foods, are the ones 
who are more liable to have this 
type if they are overfed or unsuit- 
able food is given them. 

The bowel movements in the 
putrefactive diarrhea, instead of 
smelling very sour, as they do in 
the fermentative type, smell very 
foul. This diarrhea is a more se- 
vere type, usually, than the fef- 
mentative, and the baby is more

FOREIGN FILM 


Be Probable 


Dramatic Values Said to Be 
Baffling British 


Tendency is to Weed 
Low-Class Productions 


European motion-picture  pro- 
duction will never seriously com- 
pete with America; the industry 
here will continue to absorb the 
leading mentalities of the foreign 


field, and the bloc .system which 
heretofore has worked great hard- 
ship on American pictures in PEn- 
gland and on the continent, has 
finally been broken. 
This was the mnressage brought 
back from New York by B. P 
Shuilberg, who had an extensive 
conference with Al Lichtman, head 
of the distributing organization of 
the Preferred Pictures Corporation. 
who recently completed a tour 
abroad surveying distributing con- 
ditions. 

“Formerly England was a year 
behind in the exhibiting of Ameri- 
can pictures.” Mr. Shulberg said. 
“The bloc system harmed us for 
it meant that they bought their en- 
tire year’s output in advance, good, 
bad and indifferent pictures, and 
on big productions the picture was 
not shown sometimes for more 
than a year after it was released 
here. But now pictures are re- 
leased almost as soon as they are 
here. ‘Shadows,’ one of our big 
ictures, was playing to capacity 
ouses in England a month after 
it was released here. 


SMALL FACILITIES 

Mr. Shulberg pointed out that 
the English have not the facilities 
for picture-making that we have 
here, and that'even if they do im- 
port American stars, directors and 
others the exorbitant price which 
they will be forced to pay for their 
services will place them on an un- 
competitive basis. 

“Foreign companies don't seem 
to be able to get the co-operation 
eo necessary to successful produc- 
tion, especially in the mechanical 
and electrical departments,” Mr. 
Fhulberg said. “Technically, their 
idea of story construction is wrong. 
The motif is often fallacious and 
utterly impossible. Their sense of 
dramatic valueg does not appeal to 
the public. It is much more logi- 
cal to bring the leading lights of 
their industry over here. for it has 
been found impoasible to consoli- 
date the two elements over there.

The second program. of the 
Thursday morning reries was given 
yesterday at the Ambassador The- 
ater hy Charlies Wakefield Cadman, 
composer and local resident, and 
John Smaliman, baritone and resi- 
dent teacher.
